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O cathedral has preſerved ſuch a variety of ſervice books for its 
YN vust as Sarum. This is another name for the Ordinale, or com- 
plete ſervice of the church of Saliſbury, inſtituted by biſhop Oſmund 
1077. It was alſo named the Conſuetudinary : and in Knighton's 
and Higden's time it obtained almoſt all over England, Wales, and 
Ireland *. The cathedrals of York, Lincoln, Hereford, Bangor, and 


Aberdeen, had their reſpective Uſes : but the monks of Royſton 


petitioned Fitz- James, biſhop of London, in the beginning of the 
16th century, for leave to change that of Bangor for that of Sarum 
in their offices, alledging that the latter was imperfect in itſelf, and 
ſtill more ſo in the performance from their torn and worn out 


books, which they were unwilling to change except for a better 
form®. From Ingulphus, p. go7, we learn there was one for Croy- 


land. St. Mary's abbey at York had one diſtin& from that of the 
cathedral. So in France, the church of St. Martin at Tours had a 
Breviary of its own, neither the Roman nor that of Tours; and the 
ſame difference obtained at St. Quentin and in other Gallican

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churches*. The Uſe of Sarum not only regulated the form and 
order of celebrating the maſs, but preſcribed the rule and office for 
all the ſacerdotal functions. Of the various books here enumerated 
to the number of an hundred and fifty ©, the Ma, was the ritual, 
containing the rites, directions to the prieſts, prayers uſed in the ad- 
miniſtration of the ſacraments, bleiling of holy water, and the whole 
ſervice uſed in proceflions . It begins with the Speculum Sacerdotum, 
or directions for celebrating the maſs, or with benedictions of the 
bread and falt, or exorciſms. Then follows the ſervice of every Sun- 
day (from the firſt in Advent), feſtival, and eve, confiſting of a collect, 
goſpel, and epiſtle, with various prayers and directions (theſe laſt 
being printed in red had the name of rubrich, forms of dedication, 
conſecration, and reconciliation of churches, ordinarium miſſe, prefaces, 
canons, concluſio, and cautelæ miſſæ s. Then the maſſes for ſaints, 
martyrs, confeſſors, the trinity, holy ghoſt, angels, virgin Mary, the 
dead, peace, war, fair weather, rain, matrimony, the church militant, 
the king and queen, women with child, travellers, priſoners, ſick, 
commemoration. Theſe are ranged differently in different miſſals, 
but the whole of the ſervice is generally uniform..

Of which thirty-ſix were printed in the five years reign of Mary, during the ſhort 
relapſe of theſe kingdoms to popery, and ſeventy are in my own poſſeſſion. The titles of 
many being taken from catalogues, I do not vouch for them, nor is Ames always exact.

Thele are directions to the prieſt how to behave at the ſacrament, about the ele- 
ments, the manner of reading, in caſe of accident to the. prieſt or elements during 
celebration, penances for ſpilling the wine, vomiting up the hoſt, or letting a moule 
eat it. lt is ordered in three miſſals for England and Scotland that the. prieſt when he 
elevates the hoſt ſhould worſhip it only by an inclination of the head, as the clergy did 
ſormerly.at St. John de Lyon.

The Breviary ſeems to have been at firſt confined to rubrics : after- 
wards became a more compendious miſſal, containing the whole office 
of the mals, and all ſervices, except the forms of marriage k. 
The Portiforium, called alſo in ſome titles the Breviarium, and 
like it a commodious portable abridgement of the ſervice !, has a gloſs 
f or paraphraſe on each portion of ſcripture. It is ſometimes called 
Sanctorale n. It was divided into the ſummer and winter part according 
to the holidays; the ſummer containing only Sundays, beginning with 
Trinity Sunday; the winter, the ſaints days. It has prefixed a table 
of feaſts and directions, called the Ordinale, Pica, or Directorium ſacer-

4. a; a mere rubric, compreticaling general rubrics for the ole of 
every one mfiitutus infra facros ordines, and ceremonial rubrics only 
for the clergy of Sarum, or whoever elſe chuſes to obſerve them. Of 
this laſt fort was the rubric called Crede mibi. Hence Lindwood fays 
the Portiforium is the ſame with the Pica or Portuis. Pica in its pri- 
mitive ſenſe is a pic ax or ſpear. In printing it is applied to that 
ſpecies of letter which was ſo called at the firſt invention of printing, 
probably from being firſt uſed in theſe kind of books. Grafton's Por- 
tiforium 1 544, contains the whole ſervice of the year. 

The Enchiridion, called alſo Orarium, is ſuppoſed to have been the 
ſame with the Directorium. 

The Manuale ſeems to have been a collection of prayers, canons, 
and other forms not ranged through the year as in the miſſal, and of 
a more portable ſize. Lindwood defines it the ſame as the Ritual, 
containing all things belonging to the ſacraments, ſacramentals and. 
benedictions. That of 1554 has the ſervice for the burial, extreme 
unction, viſitation of the fick, benediction of church habits, furniture, 
&c. &c. and its title may ſerve as a definition. 

The Horæ begin with ſome ſhort prayers, or In principio erat ven- 
bum, and conſiſt of prayers, ſentences, ſuffrages?, vigils 4, and pſalnts. 
They were the ſeven ſervices celebrated in the courſe of each day, 
viz. Matins, Prime, Third, Sixth, Nones, Veſpers, and Compline. 

The Proceſſionale is a rubric of proceſſions and chanting *; and that 
of 1519 has wooden cuts repreſenting the ſituation of the prieſts and 
other miniſters. | | 

The Graduale, derived from gradus or gradiri, was nearly the ſame- 
with the Proceſſional, a ſet of chants for proceſſions, though the words 
are not always the ſame. In this the epiſtles and goſpels were ſet to 
muſic, with other choir ſervice; and it contained all that was to be 
ſung by the choir at high maſs, the tracts, ſequences, hallelujah, 
creed, offertory, triſagium, &c. and the office for en holy

The Legend contained the leſſons taken out of ſcripture and the 
fathers, and the lives of the ſaints, &c,* The Legenda totius anni 
begins with Advent Sunday, Viſio Jſaie, &c. and contains only the 
leflons of the Sundays, feſtivals, and ſaints days. 

The Liber feſtivalis was a ſet of homilies either in Latin or Eng- 
liſh, for the ſeveral feſtivals and faints days, and might as well be 
called a legendary, for the idle ſtories interwoven in each, At the 
end of an Engliſh one are four ſermons on charity, intitled Hamus 
charitatis, 

The Pſalter, beſides David's pſalms, contained the other ſeripture 
ſongs, and a {ct of hymns ſung at veſpers, matins, and other canoni- 
cal hours throughout the year. 

The Hymn; were confined to the hymns in honour of ſaints, the 
Te Deum, Magnificat, ſong of Simeon, and the three children, &c.* 
The Expoſitio hymnorum is a gloſs or. parſing of the. hymns ; reducing 
them to the meaneſt capacities, which was but too necellary. The 
Sequences, or Proſz, whole expoſition follows that of the hymns, were 
ſentences cr ſongs ot praite {ung at mals *. 

The Primer ſcems to have been peculiar to the Englith caurch ; a 
collection of prayers, pſalms, hymns, ſuffrages, matins, &c. in Latin 
and Engliſh ;. retained, with alteration, after the Reformation. Thoſe 


of 1536 and 1537 differ both in. matter and order. The firft has an 


Englith tranſlation, with the Latin at the fide ; and at the end, devout 
prayers and meditations called The paradys of the ſoul. The co- 
lophon of the other gives it the name of Horæ. |

a difference between thoſe of Vienna, Freyburg, Roth, Hildeſheim, 
and other continental churches . Turftin, the Norman abbot of 
Glaſtenbury, endeavoured to introduce that of Feſcamp inſtead of the 
Gregorian, but was reſiſted by the monks even unto blood.

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The Calendar is prefixed to Miſſals, frequently to Breviaries, Hours, 
and Pſalters, and to the Gradual and Directory; and has at the head of 
each month two or more verſes (ſometimes leonine) characteriſing each 
month, or rules for health ; and, at the end of the whole, a table of 
moveable feaſts. The figure of a man with the aſpects of the ſigns of 
the zodiac, and the planets that have influence over the reſpective parts, 
is firſt repreſented in Pigouchet's Miſſal of 1498, where the Calendar 
is called Almanac*, bordered as well as the whole book with beautiful 
wooden cuts, and printed on vellum. In the Horæ of 1534 are rules 
for blooding- letting regulated by the twelve ſigns ; and in that pre- 
fixed to the Pſalter of 15 30 are tabule minutionum ?. 


The king's licence prefixed to Grafton's Portiforium of Saliſbury 
enumerates the * books of divine ſervice and prayer books” then in 
uſe, viz. the Maſſe booke, the Graile, the Hympnal, the Antiphoner, 
the Proceſſionall, the Manual, the Porteaus, and the Prymer, both in 
Latin and in Engliſh. Of theſe books every pariſh was obliged by 
an ancient conſtitution of archbiſhop Winchelſea in the 13th cen- 
tury to have the Legend, Gradual, Pſalter, Miſſal, and Manual: the 
reſt were peculiar to cathedral or conventual churches. 

The firſt inſtance of engraving on copper was in a miſſal; the 
« Miſlale Herbipolenſe, 1481 *.”” fol. Wood cuts are carried far back 
into the 15th century, and ſaints were their firſt ſubje&ts>. The 
oldeſt wooden cuts are in the Mentz pſalter 14575. Both theſe are 
{aid to be borrowed from the makers of playing cards, though the
